DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-2, 4-8, 10, and 14-15 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose or fairly suggest either in singly or in combination a method of 
inspecting semiconductor devices having the steps of classifying the detected defects according 
to whether the defect is on an optically transparent film; revising the temporary inspection 
conditions using data obtained by the executed trial inspection; and inspecting another 
semiconductor device using the revised temporary inspection conditions, wherein the processing 
is performed before the semiconductor device to be inspected arrives at a location for the trial 
inspection and the temporary conditions are set without referencing the semiconductor device to 
be inspected, and other steps in the claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
